1 . According to paper filed on April 3, 2008, the applicants have amended claims 3-5. 

2. Claims 1-14 are pending in the application. Claims 6-8 remain withdrawn as being 
directed to non-elected invention.

4. Claims 1-5 and 9-14, renumbered as claims 1-11, are allowed since the applicants 
arguments were persuasive regarding obviousness rejection. The examiner agrees with 
the applicants arguments since dyes 16, 17a and 17b have groups present at 9th 
position which are not disclosed as values for variable R6 in column 10, lines 60-63 and 
therefore, would not have been obvious to replace these groups with CN.
